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Frederic School Vote Nov. 4th 


The Crawford AuSable School Board decided to 
propose the new Frederic Elernentary School as a 
single issue on November 4. 

Superintendent Fraser Dean stated ihe Board’s 
decision was based on the following considerations: 
1. The physically unsound condition of the older 
building in Frederic. 

2. The potential! hazards posed by the deteriorated 
electrical wiring and deteriorated wood from construc- 
tion. 

3. The dampening effect of the educationally obsolete 
and unattractive building on the children’s education. 
4. The prohibitive costs of remodeling. 

5. The possibility that if the decision were delayed the 


building could face condemnation before a replace- 
ment could be built. 

6. The intense desire on the part of Frederic area 
parents for adequate school facilities. 


Dean estimated the total cost of the building 
would be $515,000 to be paid by issuing bonds that 
would be redeemed over a period of 20 to 30 years at an 
average cost to each taxpayer of $5.00 per year. 

The Board also passed a reolution to form a 
Board-Citizens planning committee that would investi- 
gate facility needs for Grayling area youngsters in the

| see by the papers where the 
National Education Association plans 
to endorse a candidate for President 
of the United States for the first time 
in the 1976 election. 

This announcement came from a 
Michigan man, John Ryor of Battle 
Creek, a math teacher who recently 
took office as president of the 1.7 
million member NEA. ; 

Homestate pride beside the point, 
the NEA choice probably won't be 


dent, The Hon. 
either. NEA President 
already made that clear. 

“You are either into the political 
game and play it, or you more often 
than not become a victim of it,” Ryor 
is quoted as saying. 

That sounds ringingly similar to 
sentiments often freard in Michigan 
and national politics from the late 
Walter Reuther and the fate Gus 
Scholle and others of the earliex 
organized labor movement. 

Their tine used to be that decisions 
of government could take from the 
working man what their unions had 
won at the bargaining table; so the 
only way to contro! such a develop- 
ment was to nurture political muscle. 
And so they did. 

The organized teachers, in’ both 
Michigan and the nation, are fol- 
lowing suit — and in spades, to mix a 
biidge-tablo metamhor, They could 
find no more shining examples of the 
effectiveness of melding economic 
power with political power. 

Like Mr. Reuther and Mr. Scholle in 
their days of prominence, Mr. Ryor 
indicates the teachers lean toward 
the Democratic party. For example, 
the judgement is already made on Mr. 
Ford for president—regardiess of 
what candidate and what platform the 
Democrats might come up with in 
response to a Ford candidacy. 

“! think,” said Mr. Ryor, “It would 
be difficult for our teachers in this 
country to support President Ford or 
the current administration on the 
basis of its education record.” 

That the Ford “education record” 
may be wanting in Mr. Ryor’s lights 
may be true; but isn't it possible— 
just a teensy-weensy bit possible, 
perhaps—that the Democratic party 
might come up with somebody as a 
candidate whose “education record” 
may not be anything for teachers to 
shout about? Apparently in Mr. 
Ryor's eyes, nothing could be worse 
than Mr. Ford. Personally, I'll wait to 
see what the alternatives are; isn't 
that more objective, aS we used to be 
taught in the classroom?

NEA plans to spend “Upwards of a 
million dollars” in its first presi- 
dential campaign in 1976, according 
to Mr. Ryor; in last year's non- 
presidential year, NEA is reported to 
have spent about $3 million on 
congressional and governors’ races. 
Organized teachers are not to be 
taken lightly. : 

Some other Ryor views along ‘this 
line interest me, also. He said: _ 

“Teachers have so often been 
subjugated to the idea that’ they 
shouldn't take part in politics except 
to vote... that there’s something 
inherently unhealthy or unprofes- 
sional about it. 

“Quite the contrary; as the chief 
propagators of the democratic faith in 
this country, they ought to be 
principally involved in helping shape 
the decisions.” 

| will not argue with the teacher's 
right to take part in politics; Mr. Ryor 
is correct that there is nothing 
“inherently unhealthy and unprofes- 
sional” about political participation, 
and in my opinion school board or 
public restrictions to the contrary are 
archaic and ill-advised. 

But there's enormous power con- 
centrated in the teacher's organiza- 
tion...power of numbers, power of 
dollars, and power of access io ine 
minds of the future. 

It may be arguable that teachers are 
“chief propagators of the democratic 
faith in this country,” as the NEA 
head claims. Many parents express 
grave concern that teachers of today 
don't exhibit the proper appreciation 
for “the democratic faith’; my 
contact with teachers—admittedly 
more on the collegiate jevel than in 
high schoo! or elementary levels— 
indicates this concern is deserved. 

Organized teachers have consider- 
able political power; ofthis there is 
no doubt. They have the doliars, they 
can marshall the manpower, and they 
have sheer numbers within their own 
ranks. 


Even more important is teacher 
influence on shaping the future of 
American palitics through the class- 
room contact. 


All of these elements of power 
should be used with restraint and 
with caution. I hope the leaders of the 
teachers’ political emergence are 
equat to the challenge of respon- 
sibility that goes with the actuality of 
power.

Hook or Club, Mr. Sportsman? 


. Ifyou had your druthers, woutd you 
prefer ac!out on the head or a stab in 
the throat? 

Arnold Huizinga might well won- 
der. He went golfing in Grand Rapids 
the other day and came home with a 
25-pound chinook salmon. He club- 
bed it out of a fairway stream with his 
7-iron,. 

Arnoid was pretty proud of his 
unique accomplishment. Did anyone 
ever make a hole-in-one — or even a 
decent putt — with a fishing pote? He 
posed for photos and his story made 
newspapers and TV shows all over 
the nation. 

And that’ S$ when the fish began to 
smeén. “Sportsmen” were not im- 
pressed with Arnold's feat. They were 
outraged. This must have confused 
Arnold who probably figured he was 
quite a sportsman himself. He had 
succeeded at one sport while playing 
another sport. How big a sportsman 
can you be? How many baseball 
players make touchdowns in center- 
field? 

But Arnold hadn't considered the 


* hunter’s definition of “sportsman”. In 


such sports as hockey and football it 
is easy'to be a sportsman. Just don't 
call the cops when your opponent 
maims you. Good sportsmen never 
go to court. instead, they simpiy turn 
a noble cheek and keep a brave eye 
out for the chance to maim the guy 
back. 

Hunters and fishermen have it 
tougher becoming sportsmen. To the 
outsider, it appears that the “home 
run” of hunting is to kill and the way 


. to keep score is to count dead 


bodies. This is not a nice image to 
put before a sissy public brought up 
by Walt Disney. Could the killer of 
Bambi be a sportsman? 

This is not fair, the outdoorsmen 
insist. They do not go into the woods 
and waters to kilt. They do it to get off 
the freeway and breathe the clean 
fresh air of an all-night poker game in 


a Holiday Inn. They take their sons 
fishing because it is the: American 
thing to do. If fish could talk, they'd 


-probably speak Russian. 


Hunters do not strap dead deer to 
their fenders and drive through town 
to show off. Did you ever try to get a 
12-point buck into a glove compart- 
rent? 

To improve their image as sports- 
men, the hunters worked to get laws 
passed to make it tougher for them to 
kill. No machine guns allowed, for 
instance. No shooting pheasants 
until they are out of the gamekeeper’s 
truck. No shooting within 15 feet of a 
waitress. No fair killing a female deer 
without first snowing her your special 
permit. No fair bagging more than 
your legal limit -- and the legal limit 
of everyone else in camp pius their 
relatives back home who cannot have 
been deceased more than 2 years. 

This is what got Arnold Huizinga in 
trouble. He was mainly a golfer and 
he didn't know about ine law saying 
it’s OK to kill a fish by putting a hook 
in its mouth and yanking — but it’s 
illegal to kill it by hitting it on the 
head. 

Huizinga faces a maximum fine of 
$100 or 90 days in jail for being a 
lousy sportsman. The dummy thought 
a dead fish was a dead fish, no matter 
how it got that way. 

After all, what makes a hook in the 
mouth more sporting than a knock on 
the skull? The idea is supposed to be 
to give the fisherman a_ bigger 
challenge and the fish a better chance 
to survive. But if | were an innocent 
tish nunting dinner Deiuw your boat, | 
think | would be better off if you were 
armed with a 7-iron rather than a hook 
and line. 

Of course, if i were a fish — or a 
pheasant or a deer — you wouldn't 
know what | thought. Which certainly 
makes things nicer for armed sports- 
men everywhere.
